Latest Estimate Is That Over One 


Hundred Are Dead. 


NOT A VICTIM ALIVE 


Mum of the Bodies Reached Are Man­ 
gled Beyond Recognition 
Scenes 
ut the Mine and in the Town 
Beggars Description. 


Fire Creek, W, Va., March 7-— The ; 
most reliable information places 
the 
numls r of victims at 125 I he capacity of 
tho mille is 175, but there was only BW 
on the pay roll yesterday morning, awd 
it is stated th at nearly all of these were 
in the mine at the time of the explosion. 
The manager, superintendent, bosses, 
bookkeeper* aud other* am very busy 
with tho force of rescuers but at the 
sumo tune they arc all very- reticent aa 
to the extent of tho casualties and any 
Other information regarding the dis­ 
aster. 
So far as OOO Id fie learned there 
are 43 dead bodies in the village that 
h avo boon taken out of tho mille and 
thoro are also parts of hum an bodies at 
different places. 
These lindies as a rub 
arc so mangled as to be beyond recognl 


ti<*n. 
Tho-o working on the rescue relays 
say that the scene becomes more horri­ 
ble as they get further into the mine. 
Tim men have become almost faint of 
heart when they strike a place filled 
with dead bodies, and in case the bodies 
arc recognizable they are confronted 
with the rem ains of an old friend. 
Most of the l> shes th at cannot be iden­ 
tified or recognised are plan'd in the 
large blacksmith shop of the Red Ash 
Coal company, aud that place presents 
the appearance of a horrible morgue. 
All -he bodies are (mingled beyond 
i recognition yet t hey are surrounded by 
I those who are in distress and hunting 
their lost friends. 
The general bt lief is 
that the explosion occurred by contact 
with dust w h e n |h e m iners filtered yes­ 
terday m orning w ith their lights and 
that it was not due to firedamp. 
The mine is one of the largest in West 
Virginia ami was very heavily timbered 
iii the different drifts. 
It was for this 
reason at once feared th at those th at had 
not been killed by falling debris at the 
time of the explosion woald be pinioned 
by these connected timbers aud sutler 
death from suffocation. 
Nearly all the men employed in the 
were w hite and most of them were m ar­ 
ried anti had families in the little cot­ 
tages near the tipple of the great mine.
